WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 3, 1937 

The 65th session of the Southern Annual Conference of th- 
Methodist Episcopal Church was opened in the First Methodis 
Episcopal Church in Dallas, Texas, on November 3d at 7 :30 p. m 
with Bishop Charles L. Mead presiding. 

OPENING SERVICE: Several hymns were sung under the 

direction of B. F. Lehmberg. G. A. Schulze led in the opening 
prayer after which the chairman, R. L. Weldon, presented Mr 
Frank Jensen who gave the welcome address. Bishop Charles L 
Mead then took charge of the service commemorating the Lord s 
Supper. He was assisted by the district superintendents and the 
local pastor, J. J. Brodhead. A large number participated. Bishop 
Mead pronounced the benediction at the close of this service. 



Second Day 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 4th, 1937 



DEVOTIONAL PERIOD: Bishop Charles L. Mead opened the 

Conference at 8:30 a. m. announced the hymn “O, Master Let Me 
Walk With Thee.” The second responsive reading on page 613 
of the Methodist Hymnal was read and this was followed by the 
hymn “Faith of Our Fathers.”

E. Linstrum moved and it was car- 
ried that the matter be referred to the Conference Board of Trus- 
tees. 

INTRODUCTIONS : Miss Eunice Britt, Field Secretary of 

the “National Training School for Christian Workers” of Kansas 
City, Mo., was introduced and she addressed the Conference. Dr. 
Charles R. Oaten of the Board of Pensions and Relief of Chicago 
was introduced and addressed the Conference on this subject 
and also reported a dividend from said Board of $244 and a check 
for $60,00 from the Chartered Fund.

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 6, 1937

DISTRICT PARSONAGE SALE: J. J. Brodhead, chairman of 
the Finance Commission, proposed that the district parsonage in 
Brenham be sold and the funds derived therefrom be applied on the 
payment of the debt of $900 we owe on the Moving Expense Fund 
and the balance toward the payment of the note of $2000 held 
by the Texas Wesleyan Endowment Fund. C. W. Bergquist moved 
that the matter be referred to the Conference Board of Trustees 
for consideration. The motion was withdrawn. J. J. Davis moved 
that the Trustees be authorized to sell the property and apply the 
money to Trinity Church debt and on the Moving Expense Fund 
debt.

10. Two vacant lots in Giocester, Miss., were declared aban- 
doned and authorized to be sold. 

11. L. J. Rode reported on 10 acres of land in Karnes County. 
They were declared abandoned and authorized to be sold and the 
returns from this property to be applied on the debt of the 
church at Fashing provided the church raise an equal amount 
for the same purpose. 

12. The Rutersville property was declared abandoned and a 
committee was appointed to report next year as to plans for a proper 
Memorial at this place for Texas Methodism. L. J. Rode, John 
Deschner and G. C. Brannies were appointed as a committee. 

13. Two lots at High Island were declared abandoned and 
authorized to be sold for the $300 offered. R. L. Weldon is the 
agent for the Board and was given permission to use $35.00 for 
improvement of the parsonage on the Polk Circuit, provided he 
could realize that much additional from the sale df these lots. 

14. L. J. Rode was asked to investigate if lots to our former 
church in Goliad County had ever been sold. 
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15. Upon motion the Board authorized the sale of the Fash- 
ing farm and L. J. Rode was made agent for same, 

16. The Board authorized the payment of the $100.00 formerly 
promised conditionally to the Colcord Ave. Church at Waco, Texas, 

17. The Board authorized $500.00 to be paid on the claim 
of the Eighth Street Church, New Orleans provided the church 
raise an equal amount for improvements on church property. 

18. The Board allowed $200.00 for improvement on the Bren- 
ham District residence and $400.00 on the San Antonio District 
residence. 



19. The Board elected John Deschner president and L. J. 
Rode secretary-treasurer for the year. 



Upon motion the minutes were approved and the Board 
adjourned.

COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

In a day of confusion and appalling need, the hour has struck 
for a pronounced advance in Christ-like living and evangelistic 
effort. 

Evangelism, like the freedom of the press cannot be curbed 
without its effectiveness being lost. 

A revival is the only thing that can save the world’s social 
and religious systems from decay and ruin. 

We therefore confess with shame that our church is suffering 
from a lack of spiritual fervor which characterized early Methodism. 
Large areas in the church today have become distinctly barren in 
their religious life. Many churches have failed to make provision 
for a revival of religion, but they have substituted nothing that is • 
adequate in its place. 

A sad condition has arisen in that the reported lists of acces- 
sions in many churches may be found to contain more transfers 
in, than accessions on profession of faith. 

We need as preachers and laymen to rediscover for ourselves 
the vital religious experience that came to John Wesley on that 
memorable night of May 24, 1738. “The secret of that change in 
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him,” writes Rev. Mr. Schofield, was “that he changed the center 
of gravity of his life from himself to God.” 

Thus was brought about by THE HOLY SPIRIT the great 
revival which saved England. 

Such an experience is desired in the church today. As the 
Rev. H. C. Morrison declares : “What the church needs is a revival 
of pure religion. A religion which will change the hearts of men 
so that they will leave the foolishness of the world and love the 
place of prayer.” 

Be it therefore resolved: 

First: That this conference goes on record as recommending 

that each of its members seriously examine himself as to his own 
relationship to God. Let him definitely consecrate himself to the 
fo' lowing endeavor, by the guidance of THE HOLY SPIRIT to 
bring the membership of his church face to face with the living 
GOD. 

Second: That in our preaching we shall not only condemn 

sin, but endeavor to show the wondrous healing power of the love 
of God through OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST. 

In the words of the author of “Aldersgate and After” we say 
“If we ever come to our Aldersgate it must be by the way of a 
genuine renunciation of self and an uncompromising commitment 
to OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST. 

As Dr. Chas. Goodell once said: “We are heralds of a passion* 
but we cannot be heralds of a passion we do not feel.” 

Third: We recommend the earnest perusal of the two books 

issued by the Book Concern “Aldersgate and After” and the “Awak- 
en.'ng of John Wesley,” and also the observance by all organziations 
of our churches of the Aldersgate Anniversary on the Sunday 
previous to May 24, 1938. 

Fourth: Being earnestly desirous to experience a great awak- 

ening among the churches of the Conference, we therefore recom- 
mend; that a preaching mission, consisting of three pastors, be 
set up in each district for the purpose of holding services in each 
church, if possible, for a period of three days. This is to serve the 
purpose of inspiring pastors and their people. This in turn is 
to be followed up with a revival effort in the local church. The 
preaching mission is to be set up by the District Superintendents 
of the Districts. 
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Fifth: We recommend that the District Superintendents plan 

for group meetings for special spiritual inspiration and evangelistic*, 
training for the laity as well as the ministry.

3. That our young people re-emphasize the importance of 
the office of Second Vice-President. We urge our Epworth Leaguers 
to build up interesting programs on the subject of world friendship 
and adopt the present program of the 24 Hour-Day Plan. 

4. That special day offerings for missions not be neglected. 

5. That our ministers preach at least one missionary sermon 
each month, not for the purpose of taking collections^ but for 
educational and spiritual benefits.

PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY 

The Preachers’ Aid Society met on the above date with the 
president of the society in the chair. Rev. R. T. Pynes led in piaye^. 
The minutes of the previous meeting were adopted. 

The treasurer, C. F. Bohmfalk, read his annual report. (See 
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report). The report together with the report of the auditors was 
adopted. 

A motion was adopted to ask the treasurer to pay to- the Board 
of Conference Stewards for distribution the sum of $2600. 

The chairman, A. A. Leifeste, read the report of the Executive 
Committee, which follows: 

In presenting to you the annual report of the Preachers’ Aid 
Society, we propose to call attention only to such matters as are 
of prime importance, and which will require action at this time. 

The treasurer of the society will submit his annual report. 
We will, therefore, not report on any finances except where they 
relate to certain financial transactions consummated during the 
year. 

During July the Executive Committee met for the purpose 
of considering the offer of the Trustees of Blinn College in regard 
to the bonds the society holds against that institution. After 
the legislature voted favorably, making Washington County a 
Junior College District, and an election carried authorizing a ten 
cents per $100 valuation tax for the college, the trustees proposed 
a refinancing of the bond issue on the basis of 3% to which all 
the rest of the bondholders had agreed. And in addition to this, 
the trustees informed us that the bondholders had agreed to 
accept a settlement of the past due interest at the same rate of 
3 %. They also offered to pay the society cash for the past due 
interest at the 3 % rate and to buy our twelve bonds of $500 denomi- 
nation. 

After very careful consideration of this offer, the committee 
drove to Brenham and consulted with the Bond Committee in 
regard to their proposition. After due deliberation, and, in view 
of the fact, that the majority of the bondholders had agreed to 
such refinancing, your Executive Committee agreed to accept the 
offer of the Trustees of Blinn College to exchange the old bonds 
for new bonds at the rate of 3 % interest, and also to accept their 
offer of cash payment of all back interest at the rate of 3 %. The 
matter of whether or not to retain the new bonds at 3 % interest 
or sell them is a matter for the society to decide. 
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We again call attention to the fact that there are some 
churches, and individual borrowers, who are in arrears with the 
payment of interest. Your committee urges strongly that these 
conditions be not permitted to exist. In this connection we call 
attention to the recommendations passed at the last annual con- 
ference, as you find them on page 33 of the Journal of 1936. 

Another matter of vital interest and great importance is the 
matter of the holdings of the Preachers’ Aid Society in the event 
of unification. We have corresponded with Dr. W. B. Parmer, 
Executive Secretary of the Board of Pensions and Relief, relative 
to this vital matter. Without any doubt within the very near 
future this matter must receive careful consideration. (To bring 
the whole matter more definitely before you, we read Dr. Parmer’s 
letter). 

The following are recommended as members of the Executive 
Committee for the year 1937-1938 : A. A. Leifeste, C. P. Bohmfalk, 
H. M. Hopkins, C. W. Rodgers, R. T. Pynes, G. C. Brannies, O. E. 
Linstrum. 

A motion that the action of the Executive Committee relative 
to the Blinn College Bonds be approved was made by G. C. Brannies 
and seconded by H. C. Leonard and adopted by the society. 

The secretary read a letter from Dr. W. B. Farmer relative to 
the invested funds of the society. Dr. H. C Leonard spoke briefly 
on the same matter. 

G. C. Brannies moved and J. J. Davis seconded the motion 
that the Executive Committee make settlement for interest past 
due from loans on the best possible terms. The motion carried. 

A motion prevailed that the rate of interest on loans be 
changed from 7% to 6 % hereafter. This rate to apply on loans now 
in force provided a new note is given. 

The chair invited Dr. Phil Deschner of the Oklahoma Con- 
ference to tell the Conference what disposition his Conference is 
making of the invested funds. Dr. Deschner spoke briefly. 

Rev. O. E. Linstrum gave notice that he is offering an amend- 
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ment to the Constitution to the effect that the paragraph relative 
to the payment of the annual dues of 1 % on the pastor’s cash 
salary be repealed. 

W. O. Schulze moved that the Executive Committee be instruct- 
ed to take such steps as would be necessary to safeguard the 
invested funds of this society for its membership in the future. 
The motion carried. 

Motion made by Hopkins, seconded by Schlechte that the 
paragraph relative to elections of officers be waived for this time 
and the officers be elected by acclamation. The motion prevailed. 

The following officers were elected: A. A. Leifeste, president; 
O. E. Linstrum, vice-president; H. M. Hopkins, secretary and C. 
F. Bohmfalk, treasurer. 

The following were elected to serve as the Executive Commit- 
tee : A. A. Leifeste, O. E. Linstrum, C. F. Bohmfalk, H. M. Hopkins, 
R. T. Pynes, G-. C. Brannies, C. W. Rodgers.

Our World Service Commission rejoices over the splendid success 
of the Million Unit Fellowship Movement The spiritual uplift 
has stimulated liberality for all causes. 

About three months after our last Conference session we 
launched our new Missionary program for the Southern Confer- 
ence. Today we find 41 charges have increased their giving for 
World Service. Twenty-seven charges have doubled or trebled 
their giving this year and the total increase over our Conference 
is $4,754.

The Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Southern Con* 
terence held its annual session on Thursday, November 4th, at the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church, Dallas, Texas.

GUSTAV THEODORE CARL DOERR 



Hey. Gustav Theodore Carl Doerr, our brother, comrade, and 
fellow-worker in the Kingdom of our Christ, was born November 
9, 1868 in Bracken, Texas, as a son of Mr. and Mrs. Rudolph 
.Doerr, one of the pioneer families of this community. Here he 
spent his boyhood days, growing up under the influence of the 
home, school, and church. By the good grace of God and the 
Interest of friends, as well as by the faithful ministery of Rev. 
Homburg he was led to the acceptance of Jesus Christ as his 
personal Savior. In this he ever rejoiced and remained assured. 
Not many weeks before his departure, he was permitted to give 
testimony from the Bracken pulpit of his blessed experiences. He 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, through which it 
pleased God to point him to Jesus Christ. 

Soon after his conversion, he felt the Lord’s call to enter 
the ministry, to which he responded with the willingness of the 
prophet, who said, “Lord, here am I, send me.” For his prepara- 
tion he entered Blinn Memorial College and was received on pro- 
bation into the Southern German Conference in 1892. In 1895 
he was made a full member, and ordained elder of the church 
in 1905. For 45 years he was privileged to answer the roll call 
of the Conference where his character was passed with the words : 
“Nothing against Brother Doerr.” When we think of these many 
years of service, well and faithfully rendered, in the various 
churches he served, we cannot but believe that many lives were 
touched, influenced, and enriched through his faithful ministry. 
Brother Doerr was especially gifted in personal work. His strength 
was not so much in pulpit eloquence, as in his faith, his devotion, 
his zeal, and his passion for souls. The charges he served were : 
Victoria, Gonzales, Paige, and Bastrop; Bastrop, Lockhart, and 
Elgin; Mason; Brenham, Copperas Cove, Industry, and Haw Creek; 
Fashing, Ray Point, and Orange Grove; Freyburg, Ruttersville, 
and Post Oak. 

About two years ago, Brother Doerr’s health began to fail. 
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Upon his request he was granted the retired relation, but remained 
ready and willing to serve where the duties would not be too 
heavy and exacting. He was in his second year at Freyburg render- 
ing most valuable service. On Sunday before his death he had 
preached at Ruttersville in the morning, took part in a memorial 
service in the afternoon and preached again at Freyburg at night. 
While he felt the strain, the rest of the night gave new hope for 
a continued usefulness. However, on Monday afternoon, May 3, 
1937, at 4:30 o’clock, he answered the roll call from above, and 
we are confident, “There was nothing against Brother Doerr.” 

On November 28, 1894 he was united in holy wedlock with 
Miss Emma Tolle of Bracken, Texas. Together they shared the 
joys and sorrows of a ministers life. Nine children came to bless 
their home. 

Loved ones who survive and sorrow in his passing are: his 
wife, six daughters, and two sons, Dan of Galveston; Robert oi 
Industry; Esther, Mrs. E. C. Kattner and Meta, Mrs. Ernest Schroe- 
der of Copperas Cove; Hilda, Mrs. O. C. Nyander of Galveston; 
Marie, Mrs. C. O. Erlich of Beasley; Elsie, Mrs. H. L. Muenzler 
of New Ulm; Stella, Mrs. J. R. Zanek of Industry. Four brothers: 
Harry of Bracken, Rudolph of Dallas, and Carl of San Antonio. 
Four sisters: Mary, Mrs. L. Wetz of Wetmore; Hulda, Mrs. J. 
Danklefs of Rosenberg; Minna, Mrs. L. Vordenbaum, and Emilie, 
Mrs. XAvier Haegenauer of Bracken. Thirteen grandchildren and 
a host of relatives and friends. 

On May 5, 1937, Brother Doerr was laid to rest in home ground 
in the Bracken cemetery after services were held in the Freyburg 
and Bracken churches. Brother L. J. Rode, District Superinten- 
dent of the San Antonio District, was in charge. He was assisted 
by Reverends C. W. Schlechte, G. C. Brannies, W. H. Steinmann, 
W. O. Schulze, G. A. Schulze, John Kleinknecht, A. C. Peterson, 

A. R, Peterson, E. J. Hierholzer, John Deschner, E, F. Schuessler, 

B. E. Breihan, and W. F. Kuretsch.

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OLAF ADWIN OLANDER 

Dr. Olaf Edwin Olander was born in Norther Fredriksal, Nor- 
way, December 31st, 1858, passed on to his eternal reward April 
7th, 1937. He came as a nine year old boy to Belvedere, Minne- 
sota. Converted at 19, he felt the call to the Christian ministry 
when his dying pastor-father urged him to preach Christ, He 
delivered his first sermon in a log cabin in Plum City, Wis., and 
was appointed pastor in Escanaba, and later in Trade Lake, Wis. 
Was admitted to membership in the Puget Bound Conference in 
1888. Served the Seattle and later the Pleasant Ridge charges. 
Soon promoted to the work of Presiding Elder to organize the 
Swedish settlers in churches in the great Northwest. 

Dr. and Mrs. Olander came to Texas in 1896. His wife was 
trained in school work and an accomplished musician and singer. 
His first charge, the Central Church in Austin, had his services as 
pastor and businessman. He likewise helped the negro population 
in Austin secure their school the Sam Houston College. Awakened 
by the need of better high school training for the young men and 
women of our rural communities especially and for a Christian 
training for our church leaders, Dr. Olander founded Texas Wesley- 
an College in Austin. For over twenty years he directed this 
institution. 

He served as District Superintendent for the work established 
by Witten, Charnquist and others here in Texas. Served for 
shorter periods of time as pastor of Georgetown, Taylor, Hutto, 
and El Campo. He retired after forty-four years in the ministry. 
He was definite in his goal. He made friends of all rich and 
poor. He was loved and respected by thousands and honored 
by the voters of Travis County with an honored place in the 
State Legislature. His wide sympathy and keen business insight 
elevated him to the high place of leadership among the ministers 
and educators. 

When Dr. and Mrs. Olander retired to their farm in El Campo 
they assumed leadership of the church in that community and 
were glad to have a place where they could labor as they looked 
toward the sunset of useful lives. Four years ago his wife left 
us and last April the word came that Dr. Olander was gone from 
our circle. 

Services were held in Houston and then in Austin. He lies 
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buried in Austin where he labored long and faithfully for his 
fellowmen. God add his comfort to all that feel the loss of this 
good man. His splendid work in establishing educatinal facilities 
for the younger generation still bears fruit in the Texas Wesleyan 
Endowment now used in the Texas Wesleyan College in Ft. Worth, 
Texas. To me the relationship is still more precious as it was his 
invitation that brought us to the altar of Christ and again to 
the altar of Christian service.

W. T. STOKES 

Wm. T. Stokes was born in Clinton, Alabama, June 14th, 1856, 
and died in Houston, Texas, December 17th, 1936, at the age of 
80 years. 

Brother Stokes entered the Christian ministry in young man- 
hood and served a number of charges in the Methodist connection 
in the state of Alabama. He came to Texas over 20 years ago, 
and took work in the old Gulf Conference. Prior to his retire- 
ment he served charges in Harleton, Hugh Springs, Lufkin, Texas 
City, Ebenezer and Kinder. 

Brother Stokes was granted the retired relation in 1926 and 
moved to Port Arthur, Texas, where he and his consecrated wife 
lived with their son, Otis. Through the generous cooperation of 
this devoted son, Brother Stokes was enabled to supply the Rose- 
dale charge some 25 miles away. For a number of years this 
tireless servant of God ministered to the people of the Rosedale 
Church at great personal sacrifice, conducting services twice each 
Sunday and a mid-week prayer meeting. 

At the Conference of 1935 it was evident that his long active 
ministry was drawing to a close. The spirit of this good knight 
of the Cross rebelled at leaving the battle but the body had been 
spent in the Master’s cause. With deep regret Brother Stokes gave 
up the work which for 49 years he had done so faithfully. His 
health failed rapidly and in less than a year he heard the summons 
to the Conference Above. 

Brother Stokes was self-forgetting in his consecration, untiring 
in his work, uncompromising in his Christian convictions, un- 
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daunted by hardships, unfailing in his friendship with all mankind. 
His loving fellowship has been greatly missed by the preachers 
of the Lake Charles District. 

Brother Stokes is survived by his wife, who for a half century 
shared with him the cares and responsibilities of parsonages homes 
and pastoral life. She bears her separation with true Christian 
fortitude and faith looking toward the better day when all the 
faithful shall be reunited for ever. Two sons, Otis and Charles, 
both of Port Arthur and one daughter, Mrs. A .A. Tharps of 
Houston also survive. 

Funeral services were conducted in Port Arthur, December 
18th, 1936, by the pastor, J. C. Shaw, the district superintendent, 
C P. Zenor, R. T. Pynes, and A. A. Leifeste.

MRS. AUGUSTE BOHMFALK 

Mrs. Auguste Bohmfalk, wife of the late Rev. F. Bohmfaik, 
was born in New Fountain, Texas, September 16, 1861. Born and 
reared of Christian parents, she received an early religious train- 
ing. After receiving instructions in Bible and Catechism she 
united with the Methodist Church. 

In 1880 she was married to Harms Bohmfalk, with whom she 
lived in happy marriage for only 12 years. Six children were 
born to this union. After the passing of her husband the great 
task and responsibility of rearing the little children and caring for 
them was now solely placed upon her shoulders. She remained 
a widow for 30 years. 

In 1922 she was joined in holy wedlock with Rev. F. Bohmfalk, 
with who she also lived in happy marriage for seven years. At 
the time of their marriage her husband had already taken retired 
relation as a member of the Southern Conference. However, for 
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several years lie was still taking an active part in the work of the 
congregation at Gonzales, Texas. Thus as a minister's wife, by 
her noble Christian character and devotion to the church and 
her Savior, she, too, distinguished herself as a Christian minister’s 
wife. 

In 1929 her husband preceded her in death and she became 
a widow a second time. As such she lived another eight years, 
making her home with one of her daughters in San Antonio, 
She held her membership with the Hackberry St. Church. After
